This is the busiest time of year in 
the post offices throughout the coun- 
try and the Edmonton office is no ex- 
ception. Christmas time always sees 
a large amount of mail handled, the

The Christmas mail rush in the 

west is divided into several sections, 
varying with the distances from which 
the cosmopolijion population ot Edmon- 
ton comes. About two weeks ago 
Christmas gifts for triends in Europe 
began passing through the post office 
and were carried swiitly eastward to 
the mail steamers on the Atlantic 
coast. This year there were more 
gifts in the form of money orders for 
Kurope from Edmonton than formerly. 
Ordinarily the money order sales in 
Edmonton run about $1,200 per day, 
jbut last week and the week previous 
jthey took a big jump upwards, Eariy 
Naat ek the record was broken when 
178 money orders for various amounts 
were sold in one day. 

During the past week ‘the rush at 
the post office has been caused by Ed 
monton people sending Christmas guts 
and letters to friends in Eastern Can- 


ada and the United States, This mail 
Was excep! onally heavy this year, Sat- 
urday was the lost day on which it 
jean be sent to reach its destination 
before Christmas day. The greater 
proportion of these parcels were regis- 
tered, for while the parcel post in 
Canada is ordinarily very safe, the 
average person prefers to pay litth 
extra postage to ensure his Christmas 
gift being delivered.
